THE RIGHT THREAD. 


Rules Governing the Use of Filo Em- 
broidery Silk. 
Embrolderers are often at a loss to 
kuow whether to use a single or double 

thread when working In filo silka, 

The rules that govern the use of the 
single or double thread are based upon 
the general prineiple that the oer and 
more delicate the work ang material 
the finer should be the thread, 

Thus on sheer handkereblef linen or 
mull or for a very small design on a 
heavier fabric use a single thread of 
filo throughout; otherwise the work 
will look rough and coarse, 

Sometimes indeed the thread ts split 
for the shading in the center to give a 
more delicate effect. This, however, ls 
rarely necessary, It ts a fairly safe 
rule for large designs or heavy mate 
rials to use two threads of Blo, at least 
for the outer edges, Frequently the 
entire dower is done in the double silk, 
but quite as often the outer portions 
and the foliage are worked with the 


two strands, while for the shading to 
ward the center the single thread Is 


used. This treatment gives both 
greater richness and depth to the work, 
besides filling more rapidly, always @ 
desideratum in an iatricate piece of 
embroidery, 

In using two strands of silk it ts 
important to thread the needle prop 
erly, Do not fold over a single thread 
in the eye, as it will cause the silk to 
twist, roughen and cut, Instead, draw 
out from the skeln two threads of ex- 
actly the same length and thread the 
needle with both together,

THE BOTTLE TREE. 


A Life Gaver For Cattle During the 
Australian Droughts. 

“Tt was like a real bottle, thirty feet 

high, covered with the bark of a box 

tree and with a gum tree growing out

Such was the way in whieh an Bog 
lishman deseribed the first bottle tree 
which came ander ble soticee, and truly 
one who does not know. the tre ita 
sidden appenrance in bie pathway, 
often In the midst of dense serub, nus 
make a vivid Impression 

The lower part of the trunk Is thick 
and cylindrical, decreasing tn size to 
WOR the top, its shape being that of a 
gigantic living bottle, from the neck of 
which epring the only branches and 
lenves that the tree possesses, Ip thie 
fyspect It carries to an excess the pe 
cullarity of most Australian trees 
namely, their lack of branches for a 
considerable distance up the stem 

The bark ts of grayish color and is 
very bard, says the Philadelphia In 
quirer, but the wood Inside ts soft and 
molest, The latter can be chewed Ip 
the same way a8 sugar cane, but as It 
lacks ita sweet, pleasant taste It Is 
rarely used In this way, This peculiar 
characteristic of the tree, however, 
makes It a valuable food for cattle 

Indeed, during the long droughts 
which ocensionally visit Austratia bun 
dreds of settlers bave to thank the 
bottle tree for saving them from ruin 
Sometimes for more than a year and 
in the inland districts for still longer 
periods scarcely a drop of rain falls 

Every blade of grpas is dried, tanks 
become empty, creeks no longer ruo 
and lo many cases dry up altogether, 
as do nearly oll water holes and la- 
goons; cultivation is impossible, and 
fodder for cattle and horses le extreme- 
ly dificult to procure, Then the bottle 
tree comes to the reacuo, Every serub 
is searched for these living bottles, 
and everywhere ts beard the rloging of 
axes as the strange, attractive trees 
“are laid low, 

As soon as the trunk bas been strip 
ped of ite bark the cattle are brought 
to it If within easy distance, and there 
they remain tl neither leaves por 
wood ts left. In places where the 
sottiorn have no scruba of thelr own 
they will drive many miles In order to 
obtain a wagon load of this great treas 
ure, 

Rometimes instead of allowing the 
animals free access to the tree the set. 
thera cut the trunk Into atrips, put the 
strips through the cutter and thus 
make a substitute for proper chaff, 

In many Instances during a drought, 
except for prickly pears and the foll- 
age of trees, cattle are fed on these 
living bottles alone, and they have 
been the means of saving large quantt 
thes of stock, 

It scoma strange that In the absence 
of rain these trees should retain their 
molat Interior, as the majority of oth- 
ers look dry and drought stricken. 

Hut throughout all the bottle tree 
flourishes, lifting Its dark green leaves 
toward the sky, whither the farmers 
and squatters turn longing eyes to 
hopes of the wished for raln, 

When the dry season ends and the 
land In a very few weeks ts covered 
with fresh green grass, the work of 
the bottle tree Is done, But, mindful 
of its past usefulness, no farmer un- 
joss under absolute necessity fella this 
tree, and It may often be seen stand. 
ing In solitary grandeur, Its strange 
shape outlined against the blue sky, 
while the land at its base bas been 
put under cultivation or has been con- 
verted into grazing grounds for the 
cattle,

rooms are hung with costly tapestries and family 


portraits painted by Rubens, Knellers, Holbeing and 
Reynolds, There are the famous Cromwell and the 
best-known Van Dyck of Charles L Life at the castle 
possibly costs from $60,000 a year upward, 

One of the costilest places tn England is Blenheim, 
the family seat of the duke of Marlborough ‘The 
maintenance of this establishment is said to have 
cost the duke-—or, rather, his wife, the Duchess C 
suelo—about $100,000 a year, So great was the ex- 
pense connected with it that since the duchess sep- 
arated from the duke he gave up the castle, and 
took up his residence in Woodstock House, a modest 
dwelling on the grounds, 

When the duke married the American heiress he 
planned a rehabilitation of the famous castle, Money 
flowed like water, Nearly $200,000 was expended on 
an Italian garden. New windows were put in the 
great building; the roof, which leaked, was leaded; 
parquet flooring laid in many rooms, new grates and 
chimneypleces were installed, and a regiment of 
servants hired, Furniture, tapestries and art objects 
were purchased in large quantities by the duchess, 
Even the Vanderbilt coffers groaned as they were 
emptied, Two hundred servants were required in the 
palace,

The Worlds Only Race 


AVE you ever heard of the most unique 
race track in the world! It is at the 
home that Grand Duke Michael of Rus- 
sia maintains in England, 

It is a private race track, There are many 
other private tracks—not a few in this country. 
But the grand:duke's track is unique in that it is 
a private racing course on which meetings are held 
under auspices of the national committee, 

If John Brown, of somewhere in America, 
were to have racing annually on his private estate 
—racing under the same auspices as the time- 
honored events at Sheepshead Bay or Saratoga-— 
events for the entertainment of his friends and 
others he chose to invite, it would be what Michael 
is doing on his English estate. 


ERLE HALL, tn England, ts jeased by the Grand 
Duke Michael, He prefers residence there to 
living on his own splendid estates in Russta, 
One reason, perhaps, is because his morganatic 

wife, the countess of Torby, is not a weleome visitor 
to the domains of the cesar 

Whatever else may be charged against Michael,

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CURRENT COMMENT 


The Minister of the Interior seems 
to have several very primeval = in- 
atincts. The savagery that prompted 
the aborigine of this continent to 
scalp his victims or the Roman war- 
rior to drag his fallen foe at his 
chariot wheels seems to enter largely 
into Mr. Oliver's nature.

HOWBLUEJAGKETS SAVE 


Members of the Naval Force Will 
Save Greater Part of his Pay on 
a Cruise Becauss of the Few 
Chances of Spending Money—A 
Handy Tailor Could Once Earn a 
Good Deal by Plying His Trade. 


That “Jack” is not unthrifty is 
evident from the fact that at the 
| present time £390,000 stands to the 
credit of 30,000 depositors in the ship, 
dockyard, and marine banks, As a 
rule, sailors in the navy prefer to 
| deposit their money in the ship’s 
bank, which is managed by the pay- 
master, and which pays interest at 
the rate of 33-4 per cent., while in 
the other banks the usual 21-2 per 
cent. only is allowed, ; 

Another advantage which the ship's 
bank has over the dockyard bank is 
that while on foreign service money 
can be withdrawn with little trouble 
by merely giving seven days’ notice. 
Ih, however, a sailor has deposited 
all his savings in the dockyard bank 
and wishes to “draw out’ while serv- 
ing abroad, he usually has to wait 
about three weeks before an “‘order 
to pay” is received from the cashier 
of the dockyard. 

“Jack's” savings are derived from 
& variety of sources. When on a three 
or four years’ commission he usually 
manages to save the greater part of 
his pay, for there are not a great 
many opportunities afforded him, 
when on foreign service, of spending 
money. Moreover, if he does not mind 
working in his spare time, there are 
several ways in which he can aug- 
ment his pay to a considerable ex- 
tent. 

Before certain new regulations came 
into force a year or so ago, which 
compel a sailor to buy his clothes 
ready-made from the paymaater, it 
was no uncommon thing for “Jack” 
to earn £4 or £6 per month extra by 
tailoring. A sailor, of course, has to 
provide his own clothes, and a suit 
consisting of trousers and jumper 
(loose jacket) obtained from the pay- 
master will cost him about half a 
guinea, He ia obliged, however, to 
take the nearest fit, and, as this was 
not always to hia liking, he much 
preferred to buy the material, which 
cost him Ia. 34. a yard, and make the 
clothes himeelf, or, if he waa not 
handy with the needle or scissors, get 
& mesemate to make them for him 

The latter usually charged be 
making a pair of trousers and 
jones. the work being done with a 
hand sewing-machine, Some sailors 


for

stitched their own clothes by hand; 
but this being a rather long task, 
“Juk" usually found the —_ 
of a sewing-machine a good invest 
ment, for with ite aid he was some. 
times able to make seven or oight 
sulle a week. But now, of course, that 
source of income is stopped,

Kiven more profitable at 
however, is laundry work, Twopence 
er article, big or little, bar blankets, 
which sixpence is charged, is the 
price which “Jack has to pay for 
is washing, if he does not do it 
himself, On an average, a sailor's 
washing costae him about one shilling 
por week, and, as one man will some- 
times wash for thirty or ad of his 
shipmates, he more than doubles and 
in seme casean trebles his pay. 

The money is well-earned, how- 
ever. The washing and ironing of the 
clothes is no amall task, and taking 
care of the articles while they are 
drying is sometimes a harder job 
still, There are always mischievous 
souls aboard ready to cut down the 
line on which the clothes may he 
hanging, for a joke, necessitating a 
double washing, while, if the laundry- 
man does not keep his eyes open, 
some of the articles may be missing, 
in which case he has to replace them 
And, aa one ship's laundryman sig- 
nifleantly remarked to the writer re- 
cently, when an article haa been down 
in the stokehold for a day or two it 
is scarcely recognizable, 

Barbering is a profitable business 
aboard, and many a sailor earns from 
10a, to Ibs, @ week by shaving his 
shipmates for a penny or cutting their 
hair for twopence, Then, again, 
“Jack” is a handy man when it comes 
to making faney articles, such as 
woollen shawls, photoframes, models, 
ete, Generally, however, he gives 
most of these away to his relatives 
and friends, although he sells them 
now and again to fis shipmates, or 
visitors who come aboard, 

Although moneylending is strictly 
prohibited on board His Majesty's 
ships, it is, nevertheless, somewhat 
extensively practiced in secret, In- 
terest is usually charged at the rave 
of 20 per cent. a month, so that if 
“Jack” wants to borrow a sovereign 
from the “professional” moneylender 
on his ship he pays 24a, for it. Per. 
haps at the end of that time he is 
unable to pay baek the loan, in 

which case, of course, he pays the 
4s. interest. Instances have been 
known of sailors paying the interest 
on a sovereign for twelve months, 
and, of course, they still owed the 
pound at the end of that time, al- 
though they had paid 48, for the 
loan of 20s, 

Another reprehensible practice in 
which some sailors indulge is that 
of touting for “bookies.” Betting on 
horse-races is becoming very common 
in the navy, in spite of the attempts 
of the authorities to stop it, A 
“bookie” will pay a sailor 20 and 
sometimes 30 per cent, commission 
for all bets received aboard, Not 
only, however, does he have to run 
the risk of being severely punished 
if found out, but the mess to which 
the tout belongs may turn against 
him, for, if discovered, he brings dis- 
credit on the whole mess, who are 
suspected of aiding aud abetting.

A NEW WRINKLE. 


Ferns as a Preventive In Keeping Food 
Fresh. 

The housekeeper who ts ever on the 
alert for new wrinkies in keeping food 
fresh and sweet should test for her 
self the power of fern leaves as a pre 
servative, 

The consul general at Frankfort ts 
responsible for the statement that 
ferns keep meat, fruit, butter and fish 
in a good condition longer than grape 
leaves, straw or any other packing 
medium, 

They are much used to bring prod- 
uce to the English markets, and the 
Manxmen use them entirely to pack 
fresh herring for shipping. 

The high Boat of salt in the 
ferns appears to be responsible for 
thelr preservative qualities, and the 
strong odor of the leaves wards off 
maggots and prevents early decay, 

This is a good time for the house 
keeper who lives In the country, where 
ferns are plenty and where food must 
be stored in quantities, to try this rem- 
edy for herself. 

Potatoes and apples packed tn ferns 
are said to keep many months longer 
than if stored in any ether way, The 
garden vegetables which are usually 
covered with straw until needed can 
have fern leaves put over them tn- 
stead. Even fresh meat can be wrap- 
ped in them and kept longer without 
spoiling,
